As to claims 1, 7, 15 and 23-27, 

The inventions recited in claims 1, 7, 15, 23, 26 and 27 are 
taught in Document 1, andhence, these lack novelty and inventive 
step . 

Regarding when the synchronization process is to be carried 
out, since the synchronization process is, in a sense, a data 
buck-up process, it would have been easy for a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to perform the process in the technique of 
Document 1 at the timings as set forth in claims 24 and 25. 

As to claims 2-5, 8-11, 14, 16-20, and 28-31, 
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Document 2 teaches a technique to confirm that the user is an 
authentic user of the subscriber information card, and that 
the user is an authentic user of the terminal [0003] . Therefore, 
it would have been easy for a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to employ the technique of Document 2 in place of the 
authentication technique of Document 1. 

As to claim 6, 

Document 3 teaches "set-up means for setting up whether to 
perform a backup depending upon the type of data" ([0018]). 
Therefore, it would have been easy for a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to employ the technique of selecting data taught 
in Document 3 as data to be stored taught in Documents 1 and 
2. 

As to claims 12, 13, 21, 22, and 32, 

Document 4 says at paragraph [0071] "PIN number encrypted and 
stored in the internal RAM 22 is decrypted. Then, CPU 21 compares 
the decrypted PIN number with the PIN number stored in SIM card 
3 . " Therefore, it would have been easy for a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to employ a technique to confirm the match 
of information in the card and the memory as taught in Document 
4, for the authentication technique taught in Documents 1 and 
2. 
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
